Australian soccer is poised for its most exciting season 
as 24 clubs vie for 14 positions in the reduced, 1987 Nation- 


al League. 


But many face a near hopeless task because of poor performances in the 


league since it started in 1977. 


Past performances will constitute 40 per cent of the criterja for 
membership of the 14-team league. 
Placings in 1986 will command 50 per cent of the criteria and crowd 


support 10 per cent. 


The clubs in greatest danger of being dumped even before the 1986 season starts, 
are: Newcastle-Rosebud, Sunshine-George Cross, Footscray JUST, Green Gully, 
Wollongong, Blacktown, Brisbane City, Canberra Arrows, Inter-Monaro and Bris- 


bane Lions.

Canberra, Newcastle for State League? 


The NSW Federation of 
Soccer Clubs will ask for co- 
operation from the ACT and 
Northern NSW Federations 
so that one team from the 
NSW State League can be 
promoted to the NSL auto- 
matically from the end of 


1987 onwards. 


The other team to be promoted 
each year will be determined by a 
play-Off between the State League 
champions of Victoria, South Austra- 


lia and Queensland. 





























They, along with West Adelaide Hel- 
las, have scored the least points for past 
performances. 


West Adelaide, however, is likely to 
compensate by finishing high up the lad- 
der this season, and gaining good crowd 
support from Adelaide’s Greek commu- 
nity as a result of the recruitment of 
Charlie Yankos, Rob Dunn, Lou Hristo- 
doulou and Brian McLaughlin. 


The clubs that have scored most points 
for past performances, all have good 
teams for the 1986 season, so they are 
almost certain to qualify for the elite 14. 


Those clubs are: Sydney Hakoah, Syd- 
ney Croatia, Brunswick Juventus, Hei- 
delberg-Alexander, South Melbourne 
Hellas, Marconi, Melbourne Croatia, 
Preston- Makedonia and Sydney 
Olympic. 


Regardless of what happens when NSL 
teams are axed to reduce the competition 
from 24 to 14 teams at the end of 1986, 
NSW will not relegate teams from its 
State League to hold its numbers to 12. 


NSW Federation president John Con- 
stantine said: “If, say, five teams were rel- 
egated by the NSL back into our State 
League, we would not push another five 
down into lower divisions. I would recom- 
mend that we simply increase the size of 
the State League, for one year at least.” 


Constantine has proposed, at meetings 
with Northern NSW and ACT officials, that 
if Newcastle-Rosebud and Canberra Olym- 
pians fail to qualify for the 1987 NSL, they 
drop down into the NSW State League. 
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And so we would be left with only five 
places available to the remaining 15 
clubs. 


Those 15 clubs will fight tooth and nail 
for positions high up their respective 
ladder. 


The danger is that, with so much im- 
portance attached to each game, we may 
end up with a record number of draws as 
clubs put the emphasis on avoiding de- 
feat at all costs. Perhaps the league 
«should have introduced a bonus scheme 
for victories and goals to avoid that 
danger.

Stuart Stevenson (pictured) was gearing up 
for the next step in a career which he hopes 
one day will earn him the privilege of playing 
for Australia. 


He was angry when we spoke of Heidel- 
berg, supremely optimistic when we spoke of 
Olympic and much more at peace with him- 
self and the world than in our last conversa- 
tion late last year. 

He’s living in a two-bedroom flat in Bondi, 
there's money in his bank account, he’s itching 
to pull on his soccer boots and he's finding 
Sydney a “much more exciting place” than 
Melbourne. 

Stevenson last week joined Olympic for the 
$13,000 transfer fee placed on his head by the 
appeals tribunal, The hearing was a traumatic 
experience for Stevenson, who had been trying 
to join Olympic since late last year. 

“I never want to go through anything like 
that again. It was a case of me calling Heidel- 
berg liars and them saying that I was a liar. It 
was a bad scene. It made me very disillusioned 
with Australian soccer at the time. Heidelberg 
signed me from Pollok (in Scotland) for $1,000 
and gave me $3,000 to sign on for a one-and-a- 
half year contract with an option.” 

Stevenson claims that last year Heidelberg

all the time for money that was owed to me. I 
couldn't live on $100 a week. It was hopeless. 
When I first came here, Heidelberg got me a 
job in a shoe factory. It was the most soul- 
destroying thing I've ever had to do. I had to 
chuck it and when the club didn't get me 
another job and I didn't have the money com- 
ing in and I was waiting for contract money to 
be paid, I had to sit in the house all day dding 
nothing.” 

St George, Blacktown, West Adelaide Hellas, 
Inter Monaro, South Melbourne Hellas and 
Melbourne Croatia joined Olympic in the race 
to sign Stevenson once his dissatisfaction with 
Heidelberg became well known, Blacktown 
made him the best offer, so why did he join 
Olympic? 

“First of all, the move to Sydney was im- 
portant to me. if you're going to make a name 
for yourself then Sydney’s the place to be. I 
want to play for Australia. The national 
coach and his assistant are based in Sydney. 
The bulk of the Australian squad is in Syd- 
ney. If you do well against these national 
team players week- in, week-out you're going 
to be noticed and you're going to give your- 
self a far better chance of getting into the 
squad. 

“Olympic is the team that always is in the 
spotlight in Sydney. So they should be. They're 
a top club with great players and great poten- 
tial. Sure, Blacktown’s splashing its money 
about so that it can stay in the National League 
if it gets cut back to 14 teams but you can’t just 
buy five or six new players at the start of the 
season and have a great year. It doesn’t work 
like that. It takes time to build a new side. 

“Olympic on the other hand haven't gone 
mad and bought a lot of new players. The side 
is fairly settled and it’s that sort of stability as 
well as the class of players there that attracted 
me the most for Blacktown offered me a hell 
of a lot more than I'm getting at Olympic.

Bilardo 
goes for

Argentina’s status 
as one of the World 
Cup favorites can be 


attributed to two fac- 
tors — recognition 
that the South 


American teams will 
have an immense 
advantage in Mexico 
and the presence in 
Argentina’s line-up 
of Diego Maradona. 

Yet, the Gauchos have a 
number of major obstacles 
to overcome if they are to 
justify that support. 

No fewer than 10 of the 13 
whe played in a 2-2 draw with 
Peru which secured qualifi- 
cation for the finals, are now 
attached to foreign clubs. 

Coach Carlos Bilardo has the 
task of assembling his squad 
from various corners of 
Europe and Latin America. 
Many will not be released until 
a few weeks before the Mexico 
tournament begins. 

He may well be tempted to 
consider some of his far-flung 
personnel expendable and re- 
place them with home-based 
players. Indeed, Bilardo has 
Stated that only Maradona is 
assured of selection — a pro- 
nouncement which provoked 
Stalwarts Ubaldo Fillo! and 
Daniel Passarella into threat- 
ening to declare themselves 
unavailable unless they too 
were guaranteed places in Ar- 
gentina’s starting line-up 





Brazil, Argentina, Italy, 
France and perhaps West Ger- 
many are the only teams that 
have a chance of winning the 
World Cup, according to Soc- 
ceroo coach Frank Arok who 
still is waiting to be reappoint- 
ed by the ASF. 


“Denmark has no hope because its 
game is based on high speed,” he said. 

“In the heat and altitude of Mexico, you 
can't play like that. 

“It will be walking-pace stuff, with sudden 
changes of pace, the way Brazil plays.” 

Arok Said that tactically, France would be 
the only “unusual” team in the World Cup. 


“The reason is that France's midfield play 
can’t be compared with that of any other team. 
Their midfielders play as a block. I can learn 

from that. They have six or seven touches to 
get Platini into position. Everyone starts run- 
ning when they get possession.” Arok said it 
was difficult to accommodate a ball distributor 
like Platini in Australian teams made up of 
British players because those players tend to

resent delivering the-ball for someone else to 
distribute 


He said, however, he did not allow itto bea 
problem in his teams. “I had Oscar Crino in 
the Socceroo team, didn’t I? And I have Ors- 
zagh at St. George.” 

Arok will be in Mexico for the World Cup, 
watching mainly the Group C battles between 
France, Hungary, the USSR and Canada. 


He refused to give an opinion about the 
ASF's delay in reappointing him, 

The matter was referred last week to the 
ASF's World Cup committee which won't meet 
for a month. 

There have been claims that a home and 
away series against New Zealand will take 
place this year and that the Socceroos are to 
play three full internationals in South-East 
Asia on their way to the annual Ampol Cup 
fixture against China in Beijing in October, 
but nothing has been put to the World Cup 
committee, nor confirmed. 

Arok said: “I am not hysterical about the 
Situation. These things are not my problem. 
They are the ASF’s problem. 

“I-put to them my programme, and my only 


interest ts to have it endorsed. It includes eight 
full internationals a year. and a tour of Europe 
every {wo years. Until they sav yes or no, it Is 
not my privilege to talk about it.” 

Arok recommended Les Scheinflug for the 
job of national vouth coach. 


The most pressing natinal coaching matter 
however, concerns the under 16s who play 
qualifying matches in October against Tai- 
wan, Fiji, Papua-New Guinea and New Zea- 
land for the World Under 16 Championships. 


No coach has yet been appointed but Vic 
Dalgleish, who had charge of the team last 
year. would have to be the favorite 

The preliminary squad is likely to be chosen 
from the national under 15 titles in Canberra 
from May 4 to 10. 

The biggest stumbling block for the Soccer- 
oos is lack of money to promote matches. 

The ASF is about $300,000 in debt and ASF 
Marketing Ltd.. the company that promoted 
international matches over the past two years, 
owes about $500,000. 

West Nally Ltd of London denied last week 
that ASF Marketing Ltd. is its Australian arm. 

West Nally said it was only one of a number 
of companies that was involved with ASF Mar- 
keting Ltd in promoting matches in Australia.

As the big kick-off approach- 
és, it is likely that these waters 
will have been smoothed as 
Fillol and Passarella would 
surely not forfeit their last op- 
portunities for World Cup glory 
and Bilardo realises that those 
remaining in Argentina do not 
have either the ability or expe- 
rience to mount a viable chal- 
lenge in June, 

Yet, even should Bilardo 
field a well-prepared, strongest 
possible combination, history 
does not favor the 
Argentinians, 

Equally formidable parties 
were sent away to the finals of 
1958, 1966, 1974 and 1982. 
Each failed miserably. 

The only two tournaments in 
which Argentina did itself jus- 
tice — those of 1930 and 1978 
— were staged at home. 

Although a Spanish-speak- 
ing, Latin American State, Ar- 
gentina is unlikely to enjoy the 
same support as Brazil in 
Mexico. 

The Brazilians’ public-rela- 
tions machinery functions 
much better and their soccer is 
designed for mass appeal; cer- 
tainly more so than Bilardo’s 
defensive-orientated theories 
(which gained great success 
with Estudiantes de la Plata, 
the club he played for and 
coached). 

These remembering with 


affection the style of Luis Ce- 
sar Menotti’s sides will proba- 
bly be disappointed by the 
cautious Argentina of 1986, 
which employs man to man 
marking and a sweeper. 

Daniel Passarelia’s expedi- 
tions upfield, so fruitful in the 
past, are now severely 
restricted. 

Still, Argentina has Mara- 
dona. It also has Fillol, Passar- 
ella, Burruchaga, Barbas, 
Valdano, Gareca and Pasculli, 
therefore its potential is 
undeniable. 

All the obvious contenders 
for the World Cup have prob- 
lems. If Argentina can solve 
most of them it has an excel- 
lent chance of joining Uruguay 
and West Germany asa double 
world champion.

LUIS ISIAS (Estudiantes de 
la Plata): 20-year-old goalkeep- 
er who has a handful of caps to 
his name. Almost certain to be 
included In 22-strong party to 
gain experience, but unlikely 
to play. 

NESTOR CLAUSEN (Inde- 
pendiente): Solid, strong de- 
fender who effectively 
supports attack with forceful 
diagonal runs. A member of In- 
dependiente’s team which won 
the Libértadores Cup and 
Toyota Cup in 1984 and the less 
successful Argentine side at 
the Coca-Cola Cup in Australia 
three years earlier. 

ENZO TROSSERO (Toluca): 
Steady, veteran (33 years old 
when finals start) central de- 
fender with remarkable goals- 
coring record, Excellent in the 
air, he also es a fero- 
cious shot — which is particu- 
larly evident when taking free 
kicks. Won a string of honors at 
Independiente and is now in 
Mexico, having been subject of 
$100,000 transfer last year. 
Spent two years with Nantes 
(France). Travelled to Spain in 
1982, aS squad member, but 
was not called upon to play. 


DIEGO MARADONA (Na- 
ples): The most gifted player in 
the game today, though devel- 
opment has been retarded 
somewhat by a petulant tem- 
perament, traumas resulting 
from complex, messy transfers 
and cynical defenders, he is 
stil capable of being, if not the 
Pele, then the Cruyff of his 
generation. 

Argentinos Juniors, Boca Ju- 
niors and Barcelona were Mar- 
adona’s previous clubs of this 
dynamic midfielder. After be- 
ing omitted when the ultimate- 
ly triumphant Argentine squad 
was reduced from 25 to 22 in 
1978 and experiencing a night- 
mare tournament four years 
later, this could be third time 
lucky. 


MARCELO TROBBIANI 
(Millionarios): Creative mid- 
fielder, who joined his Colom- 
bian club from Estudiantes de 
la Plata as a result of a 
$150,000 transfer last year, 
Earlier employers include 
Boca Juniors and Real Zarago- 
za (Spain), 

JUAN BARBAS (Lecce): A 
talented linkman, who won 
winners’ medal after.the 1979 
Coca-Cola Cup final and ap- 
peared in the World Cup finals 
three years later. Originally 
with Racing Club, he moved to 
Real Zaragoza in Spain follow- 
ing a $600,000 transfer in 1982 
and three years later joined his 
present Italian club for 
$1.500.000 

RICARDO GIUSTI (Indepen- 
diente): Busy veteran midfield- 
er who is equally capable in 
either half of the field. A vital 
member of the Independiente 
team which won both the Li- 
beradores Cup and Tovota Cup 
in 1984 

JOSE VALDANO (Real Ma- 
drid) A lanky winger-cum- 
Striker, he migrated to Spain 
when 19, after a brief stint with 
Newell's Old Bovs in his native 
country, joining Second Disi- 
sion Alaves before graduating 
to Rea) Zaragoza and Division

DIEGO MARADONA 
will be a marked man at 
next year’s World Cup fin- 
als in Mexico. His reputa- 
tion as the most naturally- 
talented of present-day 
footballers has ensured 
that. 

Players lacking even one per 
cent of his ability will try to 
tackle, kick and upset him; 
they will remember how, three 
years ago in Spain, the young 
Maradona allowed himself to 
be angered by some rough 
tackling in a vital match 
against Brazil. 

His response was to land a 
kick into the stomach of inno- 
cent Brazil substitute Batista . . 
. and Maradona was sent off. Ht 


.was said the Argentine won- 


derboy could not stand the 
pressure; that he was too im- 
mature; that his supreme abili- 
ty had made life in football 
“too easy” for him. 

Maradona is now with Ital- 
ian club Napoli, is still very 
young. 

Here are extracts from an 
interview. 

Does the thought of the 
pressure and physical punish- 
ment you will take at next 
year’s World Cup finals worry 
you? 

“No, for two reasons. First, 
because — as long as | am not 
injured — I will make sure that 
I go to Mexico at my peak in 
terms of physique and tech- 
nique. Secondly, I hope that 
the refereeing will be very dif- 
ferent from the standards we 
saw in Spain in 1982. I believe 
that in South America players 
are better protected by refer- 
ees Who are much more severe 
than Europeans in punishing 
fouls on forwards. In South 
America a bad tackle is always 
a foul. That's not true of Italy 
and still less is it true of Spain. 
Iam, even so, confident for the 
refereeing next year.” 

Your career has also had its 
upsets and disappointments 
— notably with regard to the 
World Cup, hasn't it? 

“Yes. In 1978 I was in the 
squad selected by Cesar Me-

notti to try to win the World 
Cup in frnt of your own fans. 
There were 25 players in the 
squad but the rules allowed 
only 22 for the finals and I was 
one of the three players left 
out. I thought my world had 
come to an end. It was terrible 
for me.- 

“Then things did not go well 
for us in Spain. As I have said, I 
don't think the referees did us 
any favours and I admit to hav- 
ing been at fault as well. Now, 
with Mexico next year, we 
have a chance to take our re- 
venge. Looking back now I rea- 
lise that in 1982 I was not really 
fit enough or strong enough.” 

Since 1982 Carlos Bilardo 
has succeeded Menotti as 
manager of Argentina. How 
do they compare? 

“Menotti benefited from 
perfect conditions of work 
when Argentina, under him, 
won the World Cup at home in 
1978, It's very different for Bi- 
lardo. He has a new, young 
team, without much experi- 
ence — apart from Daniel Pas- 
sarella in the centre of defence 
and Ubaido Fillol in goal. Po- 
tentially, Bilardo has in his 
hands a very great team of the 
future. Perhaps for the 1986 
World Cup Perhaps for later. I 
do know that these young play- 
ers are hungry for success. I 
told Bilardo that.” 

Bilardo has appointed you 
captain of Argentina instead 
of Passarella, who led Argen- 
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tini for title 


tina to victory in the 14/8 
World Cup. Did you ask to be 
made captain? 

“I asked for nothing. When 
talk started about who should 
be captain it made no differ- 
ence to me when it was sug- 
gested it should be Fillol or 
Trossero or any one of the 
others. Then I read in an Ar- 
gentina magazine, E! Grafico, 
that Bilardo wanted me to cap- 
tain the team and I was very 
proud to accept.” 

Being realistic, what 
chance does Argentina have 
of regaining the World Cup in 
Mexico? 

“At the moment the players 
need greater self-confidence, 
greater security about their 
game. We get on well both on 
and off the pitch but you can 
see in the matches that we be- 
come too anxious too easily 
about the way the game may 
be going.” 

Are there any players 
around, whom you believe 
should be a part of Bilardo’s 
plans? 

“Yes, Ramon Diaz. He plays 
for Avellino now in Italy. But 
he was centre-forward along- 
side me when we won the 
World Youth Cup in Japan in 
1979 and he and T played to- 
gether again in the 1982 World 
Cup in Spain. He has had a lot 
of bad times and a lot of prob- 
lems. But | think that Bilardo 
could be just the man to put 
him back on his feet.”

NOT FOR McLAUGniLIN

West Adelaide Hellas recruit Brian 
McLaughlin played almost 90 games for 
Glasgow Celtic, at $200,000 remains Moth- 
erwell’s record signing and doesn’t care 
much for Jock Wallace’s view of how soc- 
cer should be played. 


“Wallace and I never saw eye-to-eye. He was a man who 
went for the really robust type of player, blood and snotters 
stuff, and that’s not my style,” said McLaughlin, an attacking 
midfielder. 


McLaughlin arrived in Adelaide on January 4 this year as 
part of one of the biggest recruiting campaigns in Australian 
soccer. Along with Charlie Yankos, Robbie Dunn and Lou 
Hristodoulou, McLaughlin is expected to play a major part in 
Westad’s assault on the 1986 Southern Division championship. 
He arrived here with impressive credentials. 


McLaughlin signed schoolboy forms for Celtic when he was 
13. His lengthy stay at Parkhead ended when he was swapped 
for an Ayr United defender. Celtic star Danny McGrain was 
injured at the time and the late Jock Stein, the Parkhead 
supremo, was determined to sign a defender. 


At Celtic, McLaughlin had started work as a sales repre- 
sentative for the Guinness company, so switching to part-time 
soccer at Ayr United wasn’t as traumatic as most former 
professionals find the move. But going from a club with 
boundless ambition to one whose energies solely are directed 
toward survival wasn’t easy. Nevertheless, McLaughlin’s two- 
year stay at Ayr was successful, judging by Motherwell’s 
readiness to dip into its finances in such a big way. 


“Ally McLeod was the boss when I joined Motherwell but he 
was sacked and Davie Hay took over. We won the First Divi- 
sion champienship with him but left the next season and Jock 
Wallace arrived. I couldn't play the way he wanted. It was all 
defensive stuff, man-to-man all over the place. It got to the 
Stage that you were more concerned with the guy you were 
marking than with your game,” said McLaughlin. 

“] think you should play to players’ strengths. Every player’s 
different and you can’t expect them all to be tough, robust 


club in January, 1984, linking up with Brian Brown, now of 
Brunswick Juventus fame. McLaughlin’s transfer fee from 
Hamilton was $18,006. 

McLanghlin’s contract with Falkirk expired in May last 
year. Brown had phoned him frem Australia and told him to 
come over here, reinforcing the views of Dixie Deans, whe 
had played with Adelaide City a few years earlier. Westad 
coach Neil McGachey spoke to McLa in Scotland last 
September, so McLaughlin had few illusions about life in 
Adelaide. 

“The heat was the only real problem. I found it very hard at 
first,” said McLaughlin. 

“Since I’ve been here I’ve played four friendlies and I've 
also played in the Ampol Cup. Neil McGachey’s a very thor- 
ough coach and he’s not a bad player either, by the way. 'm 
not that good defensively so I enjoy being able to go forward 
and, from what I’ve seen so far, we’ve got a fair side here. 











FIFA is on the verge of an ugly political 
row that would put our own little factional 
scuffles to shame. 


It's over the 80-year-old 
controversy concerning 
the special status of Brit- 
ain’s four “home coun- 
tries’’ within world 
football, and particularly 
in the World Cup. 

It has never been a secret 
that many member nations of 
FIFA are peeved that one na- 
tion, Great Britain, has such 
extraordinary status — that it 
is represented in FIFA with 
voting powers of four instead 
of one and that it has four shots 
at World Cup qualification in- 
stead of one (unless of course 
two or more of the “home 
countries” are drawn together 
in the qualifiers. 4 

Even then, with good perfor- 
mances, two of them can quali- 
ty from the one group — as did 
England and Northern Ireland 
for Mexico). 

The word from inside FIFA 
sources is that the African na- 
tions will mount a challenge 
to the legitimacy of Britain’s 
special status before the 199@ 
World Cup. With its 42 mem- 
ber nations and the potential 
sympathy it could count on, 
particularly from the Third 
World confederations — Asia, 
Oceania and Concacaf — Af- 
rica could well end up with 
the numbers it needs. 

The likely consequences of 
such a move, if successful, bog- 
gle the mind but among them 
surely is the possibility of yet 
another British resignation 
from FIFA. 

Britain’s special status, an il- 
logical as it is or at least seems, 
poses a valid question and 
members of soccer’s hounger 
generation not too familiar 
with the game's international 
history are constantly puzzied 
by it. 

Part of the explanation is 
that Great Britain, or the 
United Kingdom if you will, is 
the only sovereign nation on 
earth without a unifying, um- 
brella organisation repre- 
senting soccer in that nation, 
unlike the French FA, the 
Western Germah Fussball- 
bund, the Brazilian CBF or 
the Australian Soccer Feder- 
ation (although here “unify- 
ing” is perhaps not the most 
accurate description). 

Instead, Britain has four sep- 
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arate associations, each com- 
pletely independent of the 
other three and each with a 
separate affiliation with FIFA. 

But that clearly is not 
enough to give Britain extra 
privileges. 


The excellent “Encyclope- 
dia of World Soccer” (by Rich- 
ard Henshaw and published by 
New Republic Books, Washing- 
ton, D.C.) traces FIFA’s history 
with this reference to Britain's 
status: 


“By special arrangement, 
England, Scotland, Wales and 
Northern Ireland have main- 
tained separate membership 
in FIFA in deference to their 
unique role in the development 
of the game and especially in 
light of their historical control 
of the International Football 
Association Board.” 

Britain’s, or actually En- 
giand’s unique role in the de- 


@ The emblems of the fou 


velopment of the game is a 
valid, if entirely compassion- 
ate, argument. Even though 
there has never been any offi- 
cial or erganised effort by 
Britain to spread the soccer 
gospel, it is undoubted that 
British settlers triggered the 
game in almost every country 
in the world and football 
would not be the gigantic 
world game it is today with- 
out the work of the British 
missionaries. 

But also benefitting from 
that argument are the North- 
ern Irish and the Welsh and 
with the greatest respect I 
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doubt whether Ulster’s contri- 
bution to the game's spread is 
such that it should give them 
special status 

Besides, all that is but an ar- 
gument based on compassion 
and sympathy, a voluntary 
need for the world at large to 
treat soccer's Motherland with 
special respect. In the cynical 
realm of soccer's international 
politics such things don’t carry 
much, weight and the argument 
is hardly likely to impress the 
Africans. 

Mote important is Britain’s 
historical resistance to being 
dictated to by FIFA and the 
key matter of the International 
Football Association Board. 

The IFAB was and remains 
to this day soccer's lawmaking 
body. It predates FIFA and in- 
deed it was the threat that 
FIFA represented to the IFAB 
which compelled England's re- 
fusal to join FIFA when it was 
founded. 

Once assured that the IFAB 
would not be interfered with, 


England did join in 1905 and 


the other British associations 
followed in 1910. 

All was well for a time. The 
IFAB, which before FIFA 
came along, was made up en- 
tirely of equal representatives 
from the four British associa- 
tions, was left intact, with pow- 
ers to preside over the laws of 
the game. 

Indeed, as a concession, in 
1913 the Brits allowed two 
FIFA representatives to join 
the Board. 

But in 1920 the British asso- 
ciations, which objected to the 
FIFA membership of Germany 
and Austria, resigned again 
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and kicked FIFA off the IFAB 
panel. 

In 1924 the Brits re-joined 
but quit FIFA once more in 
1928, this time over compensa- 
tory expenses paid to players 
at the 1928 Amsterdam 
Olympics. 

This time they stayed out 
for 22 long years, which is 
why England was the first 
British team to play in the 
World Cup as late as 1950. 

Through the passage of time 
Britain's power on the IFAB 
has been redjcted but it still 

*has more say in legislating 
over the rules of the game than 
any other nation. 

The IFAB is now composed 
of one representative from 
England, Scotland, Wales and 
Northern Ireland and four 
from FIFA. Each representa- 
tive carries one vote 

The Board meets once every 
year, always in June with ven- 
ues rotating between the four 
British hosts, unless the World 
Cup fina) happen to be in June 
and the FIFA Congress coin-

cides with them. Then the 
Board meets at the World Cup 
venue. 

And though any FIFA mem- 
ber nation can propose 
changes to the laws, the Board 
has absolute powers in approv- 
ing or rejecting proposals. 

So if, for example, a change 
in the offside rule is proposed, 
Brazil, or Russia, or China, or 
India, has no say in the matter 
while Northern Ireland carries 
one eighth of the vote. 

So that is the extent of Brit- 
ain’s status in the world game 
in 1986 and it would be, so say 
the least, difficult to argue that 





it has any democratic basis. 

But back to Africa’s loom- 
ing threat against Britain's 
four-nation participation (for 
that would be the point of ob- 
jection, not Britain’s role on 
the IFAB with which nobody 
seems to have any militant 
quarrel). 

Africa probably will suggest 
one of two alternatives 


1. To recognise Britain as 
one nation rather than a com- 
posite of four and allow it just 
one entrant in the World Cup, 
And that would either compel 
Britain to field one combined 
British team (and what a team 
that would be) or simply nomi- 
nate which of its four associa- 
‘tions would enter a team. 

2. To make it mandatory that 
with every World Cup, the four 
British teams are drawn to- 
gether in the qualifiers with 
just one winner, ensuring that 
three of them are eliminated 
before the finals 

It is from the first alterna- 
tive that Africa and other third 
world nations, like Australia, 
could really benefit. 


For making Britain one 
country would do away with 
three European nations and 
make it numerically more ar- 
guable that the Third World 
be given extra allocated 
places in the finals. 

The second alternative 
would make no difference to 
the numbers — only to the mo- 
rality of the thing. It would sim- 
ply ensure nobody could argue 
that the Brits have more than 
one participant, except of 
course that they would then be 
guaranteed a place, which is 
hairdly fair either. 

Yugoslavia will be watching 
with undoubted interest any 
moves to overturn Britain's 
status. 

For most of all it is the Yugo- 
slavs who can feel hard done 
by when it comes to the whole 
British question. 

Yugoslavia, politically and 
culturally, is no less a federa- 
tion of nations than is Britain. 
Indeed it is more so.

Ken Drakeford’s debut with Green Gully 
stunned most people. There was the little 
midfielder, of whom such fuss had been 


made, playing, wait for it . 


More shocks were in store, 
though, as new coach George 
Murray (ex-Canberra) experi- 
mented with centre back Steve 
McLelland at centre-forward 
and striker Claude Lucchesi in 
midfield 

Obviously Murray is looking 
for answers to the questions in 
his head. They'll come, no 
doubt, and Drakeford hopes 
that he'll figure among the 
solutions 

George Campbell and Dave 
Hogben, both injured, are yet 
to return to the Green Gully 
side, making it harder for Dra- 
keford to hold his position if he 
is expected to persevere at left 
back, where he obviously is 
uncomfortable. 

“I'm a little disappointed at 
having to play in midfield be- 
cause If I were in the middle, 
or on the right side, I could do 
a much better job for the 
team,” Drakeford said. 

“Im only playing at 70 per 
céntot my ability where lam.” 

Drakeford, 28, was heart- 
ened however, by being shifted 
to left midfield for the match 
against Western Suburbs last 
week. 

That, he hopes, was the turn- 
ing point. 

Asked to pinpoint the rea- 
‘sons for Green Gully’s disap- 
pointing form so _ far, 
Drakeford said: “Maybe we 
lack a few really classy play- 
ers, and I think a few are sim- 
ply out of position.” 

Of fellow recruit Joe Vizzini, 
from Broadmeadows, he said: 
“He's settling in very well. He’s

a eood: strong player who's a 
good marker. I think he'll doa 
good job for us.” 

And about Les. Carter's 
comeback after a year’s lay- 
off; “He's a class footballer. 
He's doing a good job in mid- 
field, but I believe he’s really a 
forward. One of the problems 
is that when we play it for- 
ward, the ball comes back to 
the midfield just as quickly. 
The midfielders are a bit 
scared of going up because of 
that reason.” 

Drakeford travelled from 
England to Australia, to Eng- 
land, to Sweden, back to Eng- 
land, to New Zealand and now 
back to Australia over an eight- 
year period starting in 1978. 

In New Zealand, he trained 
with the national squad under 
Kiwi supremo Kevin Fallon 
who alienated the Australian 


Press with his surliness during ~ 


the World Cup series last year. 

Fallon actually demanded 
payment before talking to the 
Press. Needless to say none 
would pay him, 

And it was because of his 
attitude that there was much 
rejoicing among the Press 
when the Kiwis were beaten 
soundly by Australia at the 
Sydney Sports Ground. 

“Kevin’s a hard man,” Dra- 
keford says. “He was a centre 
half in his day and he liked to 
kick a few. He’s a no-non- 
sense man. He doesn’t like to 
mess around with the Press. 
That will be his downfall, If 
you're in that position, you've 
got to have personality.

have to be prepared to talk to 
TV, the press and radio and 
put your country across.” 

Fallon often said that he 
wanted Drakeford in the All-

return to England 
“Exeter City wanted me, 
but Hellas wanted a $10,000 
transfer fee if I joined a pro- 
fessional club.

While at Worcester, he was 
approached by a scout acting 
for New Zealand club Dunedin 
City, whose star forward Steve 
Wooddin had just left for Aus- 
tralia to join Hellas. 
Drakeford was voted best 
and fairest player in his first 
season with Dunedin — 1983.

“Billy Murray is by far the

Although he is playing 
sweeper he hopes Frank Arok 
will consider him for a full- 
back position in the national 
team.

“Pll be the first to admit I 
didn’t know too much and 
know that I have a far better 
understanding of the game 
now. The sweeper’s position is 
helping in that regard and 
will add to my game if I have 
to revert to fullback. I feel my 
chances of making the senior 
side are better at fullback 
than sweeper because of 
Charlie Yankes’s strangle- 
hold on the position.” 

Opasinis’s credentials in 
four years of senior soccer are 
87 games and two goals in the 
NSL, three matches for the B 
team (two against Rangers and 
one against Iraklis) and the 
Under 21 Player of the Year 
award two seasons ago. 

That js a fair achievement 
especially in Victoria where lo-

He started at Makedonia 
nine years ago and is the only 
player from his age group to 
have played right through the 
ranks. 

Opasinis believes there is no 
secret to his breakthrough 
other than his hunger for 
achievement.

They never ask the senior 
players for help and never get

When I first broke into the se- 
nior team, Alan Whittle was a 
great help staying back to work 
with me,"’ Opasinas says. 

“I've always been fairly 
open and if I didn’t understand 
anything I wasn't scared to ask 
even if it turned out to be em- 
barrassing at times." 

Opasinis firmly believes that 
for him to come under Arok’s 
notice, Makedonia has to have 
a successful year. 

‘It happened with Juventus 
where Mike Petersen, and toa 
lesser extent Paul Wade, Rich- 
ard Miranda and Yakka Bano- 
vic were all picked to play in 
representative sides at one 
Stage or another. 

“We're already a well-or- 
ganised side and will get even 
better once Zoran Ilioski re- 
turns and the two newcomers 
(Ron) Campbell and (Mile) 
Niceski arrive.

ics of applying its criteria. 


According to league manager Steve Kamasz, however, past per- 
formance points may be worked out by dividing the total points 
earned by a club since the start of the NSL by the number of 


games that club has played. 


We have worked out past pe 


rformance totals on that basis, 


The club with the highest points per game (Sydney Hakoah with 


1.42) received 40 points. 


We then divide 40 by the number of clubs — 23 rather than 24, 
because Canterbury-Marrickville is in its first NSL season — 
which gives us 1.74. To determine the value of each placing we 
deduct 1.74 for each position down the line. 

Hence Sydney Croatia, which has the second highest points per 


game, gets 38.26 points. 


In case of ties, all teams involved in the tie receive an equal 


number of points. 


Canterbury-Marrickville’s past performance total probably will 
be worked out on its placing in 1986. If it finishes say, sixth with 23 
points over 22 games, it will have an average of 1.05 point per 
game, placing it ninth in our past performance standings, and 


earning it 26.08 points. 


In determining points for placings in 1986, the top team in the 
Northern Division and the top team in the Southern Division both 
will score 50 points, diminishing by 4.17 points for each position 


down the table. 


The two Divisional winners and the winner of the NSL grand 
final, if it is not a Divisional winner, all will qualify automati- 
cally for the 14-team league. The bottom team in each division 
will be relegated automatically, and there will be no promotion 
from State Leagues at the end of this season. 

Promotion does not start until the end of 1987 (see separate 


story). 

A total of 10 points will be awarded to the team with the largest 
number of spectators at its home matches over the 1986 season. 
Crowd numbers will be checked by NSL officials who will be 


assigned to every match player. 


The value of crowd support will decrease by .42 for every level 
going down, although this too has yet to be ratified by the NSL.

ALBERTO MARCICO (Tou- 
louse): A creative forward, he 
cost his French club $180,000 
when moving from FC Oeste in 
1985 
PEDRO PASCULLI (Lecce): 
A striker who was uncapped 
before the World Cup qualifi- 
ers began. then played so well 
in them that Italian club Lecce

OSCAR DERTYCIA (Instito 
Cordoba): 21 in March, this 
striker has won a handful of 
caps, despite playing for an un- 
fashionable provincia! club. 

RAMON DIAZ (Avellino): A 
strong, sharp striker who has 
been out of favor since the 
1982 World Cup, but Maradona 
(a teammate in Spain and in 
Japan during the 1979 Coca- 
Cola Cup finals) is actively 
campaigning for his recall and 
what Maradona wants, Mara- 
dona usually gets. He was for- 
merily with River Plate and 
Naples 

CARLOS BILARDO (Coach): 
Midfield general of the Estu- 
diantes de la Plata team which 
won the Libertadores Cup 
three times and the 1968 World 
Club Championships. He was 
appointed national team coach 
in 1983, shortly after guiding 
Estudiantes to the First Divi- 
sion utle 
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
